Co -operative Societies ( Amendment) Act, 2011.

2 . In the Andhra Pradesh Co - operative Societies Act, 
1964 , in section 115 - D , in sub - section (16 ), to clause (a ), 
the following proviso shall be added , namely, 


" Provided , that the Governmentmay,by specialorder 
and for reasons to be recorded therein , direct the Registrar 
to extend the term of the existing Managing Committee of a 
Co -operative Credit Society, for a period not exceeding six 
months at a time and not exceeding total period of one year 
after the expiry of the normal term of such committee .”.

3 . Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
principal Act, every action taken or thing done by the 
Government in exercise of the powers conferred under 
section 115 - D of the principal Act as amended by the Andhra 
Pradesh Ordinance No. 10 of 2010 shall notbe deemed to 
be invalid or ever to have become invalid , by reason of the 
fact that such actions were taken or such things were done 
by the Government under the provisions of the principal 
Act as amended by the Ordinance No. 10 of 2010 and 
accordingly , any action taken or things done by the 
Government shall, for all purposes be deemed to be, and 
deemed to have always been taken or done in accordance 
with the provisions of the principal Act as amended by this 
Act.
